SCHOOL   BOARD    REPORT 


For  Year  Ending  June  30,  1923 

Owing  to  the  increase  in  the  number  of  children  of 
school  age  and  their  wide  distribution  at  the  beginning 
of  the  year,  it  seemed  necessary  to  open  the  Morrison 
school  and  reopen  the  Square  and  Gaza  schools.  Notice 
the  figures  in  Superintendent  Libbey's  report.  This 
meant  an  increase  of  two  schools  over  the  previous  year. 

With  the  prospect  of  being  obliged  to  run  as  many 
schools  this  present  year  ending  June  30,  1924,  we  re- 
commended the  amount  necessary  to  secure  State  aid, 
but  with  the  opening  of  this  year  we  found  it  possible 
to  reduce  our  schools  by  three.  Therefore,  our  expense 
will  be  somewhat  less. 

In  making  our  estimates,  we  have  borne  in  mind 
the  fact  that  we  shall  be  obliged  to  pay  as  much,  and 
possibly  more,  for  our  teachers  in  order  to  secure  what 
we  want  in  the  future.  We  join  with  Mr.  Libbey  in 
expressing  our  regret  at  losing  Mrs.  Corliss  at  Calef 
Hill. 

We  believe  in  the  consolidation  of  schools  where 
practical,  and  it  is  becoming  more  and  more  advisable 
as  the  number  of  good  teachers  that  are  available  de- 
creases and  their  salaries  increase. 

We  have  had  thirteen  students  attending  high 
schools  and  academies  this  year. 

We  urge  that  you  read  carefully  the  Superintend- 
ent's report,  and  we  call  attention  to  the  financial  state- 
ment of  the  School  Board. 


REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  of  Sanbornton : 

I  herewith  submit  my  second  annual  report  as 
Superintendent  of  Sanbornton  schools. 

The  winter  of  1922-23,  in  its  severity,  affected 
seriously  the  attendance  and  consequent  progress  of  the 
pupils.  The  per  cent,  of  attendance  for  the  year  was 
only  86,  a  low  per  cent.  The  tardinesses  were  also 
excessive,  489.  The  low  per  cent,  of  attendance  was 
undoubtedly  due  to  weather  conditions.  Only  55  of 
the  tardinesses,  however,  occurred  in  the  winter  term. 
The  inference  is,  that  not  the  weather,  but  extreme  care- 
lessness or  indifference  on  the  part  of  parents  or  pupils 
or  both,  has  been  responsible  for  so  inexcusable  a  record. 
■  You  will  notice  that  the  school  enrollment  last  year 
was  large,  125.  Yet,  the  school  population  was  so  un- 
stable that,  at  the  close  of  the  year  in  June,  there  were 
but  85  pupils  in  the  eight  schools ;  a  loss  of  forty.  At 
the  time  of  this  report,  there  are  less  than  70  in  the  five 
schools  maintained  this  present  year. 

Because  of  the  small  number  of  pupils  in  the  Morri- 
son, Hunkins,  Gaza  and  North  Sanbornton  districts,  these 
schools  were  closed  this  year.  The  Brook  school  was 
opened  as  that  would  accommodate  a  nucleus  of  nine 
pupils,  which,  with  four  from  the  Gaza  district,  gives  a 
school  of  13.  We  have  had  four  teachers  there,  three 
of  them  good.  We  shall  be  obliged  to  have  a  fifth  for 
the  spring  term.  At  the  Chapel,  we  have  had  three 
teachers.  It  will  be  necessary  to  secure  another  teacher 
at  Calef  Hill,  where  Mrs.  Corliss  has  tavight  so  faith- 
fully  and   efficiently,   on   account   of   her   failing   health. 
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Mrs.  Corliss  was  one  of  our  best  teachers  and  I  much 
regret  the  necessity  of  her  resigning. 

The  teacher  situation,  so  far  as  securing  such  as  we 
would  like  to  have  for  the  rural  schools,  is  still  acute. 

In  accordance  with  my  suggestion  of  last  year, 
more  money  has  been  expended  for  books  than  formerly. 
I  have  attempted  to  buy  those  most  needed  and  have 
them  used  before  buying  others.  We  still  need  many 
more  books  to  make  the  school  room  work  more  efficient. 

The  repairs  for  the  year  have  been  principally  the 
laying  of  much  needed  new  floors. 

The  toilets  of  nearly  every  school  are  far  from  being 
in  a  satisfactory  condition,  and  should  receive  attention 
for  the  sake  of  the  health  of  the  children. 

The  general  condition  of  the  schools  is  good.  The 
interest  of  the  pupils  is  pleasing.  The  teaching  force  is, 
for  the  most  part,  good,  and  the  results  being  obtained 
are  satisfactory.  The  action  of  your  Board  in  reducing 
the  number  of  schools,  I  believe  was  justifiable;  and  the 
benefit  to  the  pupils  concerned  and  the  greater  interest 
created,  from  mingling  wit;h  larger  groups  socially,  and 
reciting  in  larger  classes,  is  very  apparent. 

I  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  a  condition  affecting 
every  boy  and  girl  purposing  later  to  attend  a  high 
school ;  a  condition  not  at  all  due  to  your  own  schools, 
but  to  a  change  in  the  organization  of  the  schools  in 
surrounding  towns.  I  refer  to  the  organization  of  the 
junior  high  schools  in  Laconia  and  Franklin. 

It  will  be  practically  impossible  for  a  pupil  com- 
pleting the  8th  grade  in  the  Sanbornton,  or  other  small 
town  schools,  to  enter  the  9th  grade — more  commonly 
known  as  Freshman  class — of  either  of  these  schools 
without  taking  at  least  one  3^ear  of  8th  grade  work  in 
a  junior  high  school.     This   means  that  a  boy  or  girl, 
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who  intends  to  go  away  to  high  school  must  lose  a 
year  of  time  after  graduating  from  the  town  school  in 
getting  ready  to  enter  a  high  school. 

There  are  two  or  possibly  three  solutions  of  the 
problem.  The  cheapest,  for  the  town,  and  probably 
the  best  for  the  boy  or  girl,  would  be  to  take  at  least 
the  8th  grade  work,  better  yet,  7th  and  8th  grade,  in 
some  junior  high  school  and  go  from  there  directly 
into  a  9th  grade. 

I  submit  this  matter,  of  interest  to  all  having  chil- 
dren, for  your  thoughtful  consideration.
